February 17, 2012, was a 
busy day in Carlisle County 
Circuit Court, as Carlisle 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Tim Langford heard cases re¬ 
garding an appeal in the Ken¬ 
neth Jones murder trial, a 
compensation case against Je¬ 
remy Ellis in the December 
2007 burning of the Carlisle 
County Courthouse and the 
setting of trail dates for Anita 
Roach in the Carlisle County 
School Bus accident that 
claimed the life of six year 
old Logan Simpson. 

In the case against Kenneth 
Jones, his attorney Jeremy 
Smith stated that he had just 
now received all of the infor¬ 
mation from Mr. Jones’ previ¬ 
ous attorney in regards to his 
case and was going to need 
time to digest the information 
in order to present a fair case. 
Judge Timothy Langford set a 
court date for August 13th 
through the 15th in that case. 
A motion was made my Je¬ 


remy Smith to also set up a 
$25,000 property bond for 
Kenneth Jones so he can be 
free to meet with him and to 
set up his defense with him. 
Smith cited Jones’ good be¬ 
havior during his time of in¬ 
carceration and his increasing 
health problems. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Mike Stacy quickly inter¬ 
vened on Smith’s motion and 
said he was strongly opposed 
to any sort of bond other than 
the million dollar bond that is 
currently instituted. “This 
man shot and killed a man on 
his own property and has 
been proven to be mentally 
ill. To release him back into 
the public would pose a threat 
to the people of Carlisle 
County,” Stacy said. As of 
press time the million dollar 
bond is still the only bond that 
has been issued. 

The next case that was on 
the docket was a compensa¬ 
tory hearing for Jeremy Ellis, 


the man who was convicted 
and is currently serving time 
for the December 2007 burn¬ 
ing of the Carlisle County 
Courthouse. 

When hearing arguments 
from Ellis’ public defender, 
Amanda Branham and Com¬ 
monwealth attorney Mike 
Stacy, Judge Tim Langford 
weighed the issues of what 
the cost of the old courthouse 
would be if rebuilt to exact 
specifications and the cost of 
the burden to the people of 
Carlisle County that the new 
courthouse poses. 

Public defender Branham ar¬ 
gued that at the time of the 
courthouse burning there 
were no plans to build a new 
courthouse, and that the 
county was adequately reim¬ 
bursed for its losses via the 
money received from insur¬ 
ance claims through KaCo. 

Branham also questioned 
why the new courthouse had 
to be built so much bigger 


than the previous courthouse. 
Richard Mitchell, Project 
Manager for Codell Con¬ 
struction, testified that the 
new courthouse had to be 
built to the exact specifica¬ 
tions that the Kentucky AOC 
sets forth and that if the old 
courthouse that was built 
under specifications of 1980, 
had to be built under the spec¬ 
ifications of today such as 
sprinklers and security setup 
that the cost of the old court¬ 
house built to today’s stan¬ 
dards would cost over 
$3,000,000. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Mike Stacy argued that it was 
Ellis who struck the match 
and made the decision to bum 
the courthouse. “Jeremy Ellis’ 
decision burdened the people 
of Carlisle County. There was 
no central place to conduct 
county business and have 
meetings thanks to Jeremy 
Ellis,” Stacy said.

Gary Owens Appointed Interim Clerk, Democratic 
Committee to Caucus to Determine Candidate for November 



Theresa Owens will step down as Carlisle County Clerk 
on February 29, 2012 after 30 plus years

During the Febmary 21, 
2012, Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court meeting Carlisle 
County Clerk Theresa Owens 
presided over her final 
Carlisle County Fiscal Court 
meeting in her 30 plus year 
career. 

Due to her vacating her post 
as Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court Clerk mid-term, 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry had to ap¬ 


point a person to work as in¬ 
terim Carlisle County Clerk 
until November, when a new 
Carlisle County Clerk would 
be decided on the November 
ballot. 

After taking applications and 
reviewing them Carlisle 
County Judge Executive 
Greg Terry appointed Gary 
Owens as the interim County 
Clerk. Gary Owens, the hus¬ 
band of retiring County Clerk 
Theresa Owens, was the right 
choice according to Terry. 


“A Presidential Election is 
one of the busiest and most 
important elections on the 
ballot, with the Clerk being 
on this ballot and whomever 
I appointed having to come in 
during the busiest month of 
the year, March. I had to pick 
someone who has had experi¬ 
ence in working elections and 
working during March. Gary 
has been by Theresa’s side 
during these elections and has 
helped her in her office nu¬ 
merous times,” Terry said. 

With the County Judge’s ap¬ 
pointment, the decision as to 
who will represent the 
Carlisle County Democratic 
Party now lies with the 
Carlisle County Democratic 
Executive Committee. 

Last Saturday, the Carlisle 
County Democratic Execu¬ 
tive Committee met to lay 
down the rules and describe 
how the process will go. On 
March 10, 2012, the Carlisle 
County Democratic Execu¬ 
tive Committee will caucus at 
10:00 a.m. at the Carlisle 
County Courthouse. 

The 17 person committee 
will then open the floor for 
nominations. Once nomina¬ 
tions have been received, the 
17 person committee will 


then vote on the people who 
were nominated and the win¬ 
ner of the secret ballot vote 
will represent the Democratic 
Party on the November ballot. 
In the event of a tie breaker, 
those who are tied will be 
reset and a re-vote will occur 
until a final candidate is left 
standing. 

The Carlisle County Republi¬ 
can Party will also caucus and 
nominate their candidate as 
well on March 17th. 

Per the request of Carlisle 
County Democratic Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Billy Joe 
Arnold, the list of those 17 
candidates is as follows: Billy 
Joe Arnold (will have no vote 
due to his position as Chair¬ 
man), Latreese Arnold, Korie 
Bowles, Roy W. Davis, Maye 
Davis, Bill Fraser, Shelia 
Fraser, Wanda Hoskins, Jerry 
Jennings, Jeremy Larkins, 
Jim McPherson, Martha 
McGee, Jim Moore, Martha 
Moore, Bill Wade, Lelia 
Wade and Rozella Young. 

The meeting will be a public 
meeting where the public is 
able to attend. The nomina¬ 
tions will be made publically, 
but the vote will happen via a 
secret ballot.

Langford ruled that he will 
take the cost of the county’s 
courthouse if it was built 
today and give Ellis the bene¬ 
fit of insurance money that 
has been paid and subtract the 
insurance money from the 
$3,000,000, which left a sum 
of $881,568.88 that Jeremy 
Ellis will be responsible to 
pay back to the county in 
compensation for the court¬ 
house fire. “The construction 
of the new courthouse was 
not something that the county 
wanted to do, but it was 
something that they HAD to 
do and the decision of Jeremy 
Ellis to strike that match the 
morning of December 26, 
2007, made the county make 
that decision,” Judge Lang¬ 
ford said. 

The final high profile case 
of the day was the Carlisle 
County bus trial and an ap¬ 
pearance by Anita Roach. The 
hearing began with Anita 
Roach’s attorney filing a mo¬ 
tion of change of venue, 


claiming that there was no 
way that Mrs. Roach would 
be able to get a fair trial in 
Carlisle County. Common¬ 
wealth Attorney Mike Stacy 
said that he already has 
signed affidavits that state 
that she would be given a fair 
trial. 

Carlisle County Circuit 
Court Judge Tim Langford set 
a March 12, 2012, hearing 
date for the change of venue 
decision. He also set a trial 
date of March 26th to where 
Roach will be tried on 
charges of doctor shopping. 

The final trial date set was 
for the week of June 25,2012, 
for the school bus wreck trial. 
That case is expected to take 
five days.

Could Rate Increases be on the Horizon 
for the Sanitation Department?

The Carlisle County Sanita¬ 
tion Board met in regular ses¬ 
sion on February 21, 2012. 
Amongst the topics of discus¬ 
sion at the monthly meeting 
were the problems that the 
cities of Arlington and Bard- 
well were having paying their 
bills. 

In the sanitation department 
financial report it was re¬ 
vealed that the problem of not 
covering bills not only lies 
within the cities, the problem 
lies in the sanitation depart¬ 
ment itself. 

A ledger balance of 
$1,299.25 was showing at the 
beginning of the meeting, 
with an added $9,500 coming 
in as a form of payment from 
the city of Bardwell, bringing 
the balance to $10,799.25. 
The outstanding bills that 
were to be approved later on 
in the meeting were 
$17,255.51. This shows that 
the sanitation department 


overall is feeling the crunch, 
along with the cities. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Terry discussed the op¬ 
tions that lie before the 
sanitation department. Terry 
said that the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) has 
mandated that the sanitation 
department increase the size 
of their reservoir to 750,000 
gallons. Terry commented 
that the sanitation department 
would not borrow the money 
for this project, and that the 
only thing that the sanitation 
department knows to do is 
turn it over to the EPA, have 
their people come down and 
shut Arlington and Bardwell 
off. In that event, the EPA 
would come in and fine the 
cities of Bardwell and Arling¬ 
ton $10,000 per day. That was 
an option that the board 
wanted to avoid and began to 
discuss options to avoid that. 

After discussion the possi¬ 
bility of a rate increase was 
brought to the forefront. 


Bardwell Mayor Philip King 
said that when the first sewer 
increase passed, it wasn’t 
enough. As documented in 
last week’s Carlisle Weekly, 
the City of Bardwell would 
have to increase their sewer 
rates some $17.00 per cus¬ 
tomer to just break even. 
“There simply isn’t any other 
way around it, our cities and 
sanitation department are 
going to have to raise the 
rates,” King said. 

Jada Burgess, representative 
from the City of Arlington, 
echoed what King said about 
his auditor’s reports. “Our au¬ 
ditors, along with Bardwell 
auditors, have told us that op¬ 
erating at this loss cannot 
continue,” Burgess said. 

The subject of infiltration 
came up and City of Bardwell 
Utilities Manager Robin 
Phelps said that the system in 
both cities is broken down 
and despite two phases of 
sewer rehabilitation, the sys¬ 
tem is still leaking. “When 
you have 50 year-old clay 
tiles there is infiltration 
everywhere,” Phelps said. 

Jerry Bowman, Carlisle 
County Sanitation Plant Man¬ 
ager, said that EPA regula¬ 
tions have also put a strain on 
the finances of the sanitation 
department. “Once we spend 
the money to comply with 
their standards, the standards 
change again where more 
money has to be spent. Add 
that into the strain that the in¬ 
frastructure is feeling now 
with the breaking down of 
pumps and that is a signifi¬ 


cant amount of money,” 
Bowman said. Bowman said 
that pumps that usually have 
to be replaced every two to 
five years are now being re¬ 
placed every other year due to 
the amount of water the sys¬ 
tem is pumping and at 
$17,000 to replace those 
pumps, that eventually adds 
up. 

It’s a problem that many 
cities and counties are faced 
with across the area. In Led¬ 
better, Kentucky, sewer and 
water customers saw a 30% 
increase in their bills and that 
could be a preview of what 
could be happening in 
Carlisle County soon or face 
fines and further regulations 
from the EPA. 

Bardwell Mayor Philip King 
said that for years Carlisle 
County officials have done 
what they can to keep taxes 
and rates low and now those 
rates are 50 years behind 
schedule and people living in 
2012 are now paying for 
those low rates that were en¬ 
forced and not increased 
steadily throughout the years. 

Jerry Bowman echoed those 
sentiments and added that the 
growth of Carlisle County or 
any county depends on the 
health of its infrastructure and 
the money that goes into it to 
maintain it. “The growth of 
Carlisle County depends on 
its infrastructure and if we 
want to continue growth, the 
growth comes at a price,” 
Bowman said.

The Three “R’s”Part 2 

In our last teaching we spoke 
of the first “R” being the need 
of repentance. Not just some 
but all, for all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God. 
Romans 3:23 

After or should I say when 
true repentance takes place this 
marvelous thing called “Rec¬ 
onciliation” takes place. It is 
important to understand that 
reconciliation with God takes 
place instantly upon repen¬ 
tance. With people it may take 
some time to manifest but full 
reconciliation has taken place 
for us through Jesus Christ. 

Let me explain. Reconcile 
means to restore to full friend¬ 
ship and favor after estrange¬ 
ment, “to harmonize.” We 
have all been separated from 
God by sin that all of us were 
born with.

And all things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to Himself 
by Jesus Christ, and hath given 
to us the ministry of reconcili¬ 
ation; to wit that God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world 
unto Him, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; and hath 
committed unto us the word of 
reconciliation. Now then we 
are ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by 
us: we pray you in Christ’s 
stead, be ye reconciled to God. 
For He hath made Him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin: 
that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him. II 
Cor. 5:18-21 

Imagine if you will that some¬ 
one you don’t know has put 
$ 1,000,000.00 in your bank ac¬ 
count, but you don’t know it’s 
there. The money is there but 
you can’t use it because you 
don’t know you have it. Say 
you went several years without 
knowing about the money. The 
money was yours all those 
years but you didn’t enjoy it, 
couldn’t use it, there was no 
benefit to you simply because 
you didn’t know it. Let’s say 
then that you are told about the 
money, but you decide not to 


accept it. You said, I don’t want 
this free gift. The money is still 
there, it’s still in your name, but 
you choose to live the rest of 
your life without using or ben¬ 
efiting from that money. 

That’s the way God’s salva¬ 
tion is to us. We tell folks about 
it, we’re the ambassadors, hav¬ 
ing the ministry of reconcilia¬ 
tion. It’s already yours; you just 
need to accept it. The instant 
you accept the good news you 
instantly begin to draw from 
that account. You immediately 
are in favor with God, instantly 
enjoying a friendship God has 
desired and provided for long 
ago. In this friendship we can 
begin to harmonize with God, 
enjoying the deposit that’s been 
made in our individual names 
long before we ever knew 
about it. 

You are reconciled to God 
through Jesus Christ, go ahead, 
and draw out of the account 
with joy! 

Two “R’s” are past, one re¬ 
mains.

Fiscal Court Approves Resolution 
For Uncompensated USEC Workers

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court met in regular session 
on February 21, 2012. The 
meeting began with the am¬ 
bulance report by Carlisle 
County Ambulance Service 
Director Wayne Floyd. 

Floyd reported that every¬ 
thing was running smoothly 
with the ambulance service 
and things were busy. Floyd 
next reported that issues 
with receiving Medicare 
money were fixed and the 
county is receiving money 
that was previously backed 
up in the system. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Terry next re¬ 
ported that he and the 
magistrates met with the 
state’s Coroner’s Associa¬ 
tion and addressed the issue 
regarding the closing of the 
Madisonville offices. Terry 
said that the closing of the 
Madisonville office would 
mean double costs for the 
county when an autopsy had 
to be conducted. Currently 
those costs are $600, but 
when taking a body to 
Louisville it would be 
$1,200, plus the money for 
hotel and other expenses. 

In the DES/Solid Waste re¬ 
port, Director Missy Row¬ 
land reported that the annual 
report was awaiting some 
final figures and would be 
ready soon. Rowland also 
reported that she attended a 
meeting in Hopkinsville 
concerning the county’s five 
year plan and noticed signif¬ 
icant progress in the 
county’s DES plan in the 


last five years. 

Rowland concluded her re¬ 
port by discussing the 
FEMA bridge project on 
County Road 1037. Initially 
FEMA approved a work 
order for a 42 foot bridge to 
go over the creek in that 
area. However, after envi¬ 
ronmental testing was con¬ 
ducted it was found out that 
a 68 foot bridge was needed 
to satisfy the needs of the 
area. The county is awaiting 
and having issues on the pa¬ 
perwork for the job to be 
done properly. If the paper¬ 
work is not done in time it 
could end up costing the 
county money. 

In the Carlisle County 
Jailer’s Report, Ronny 
Owens reported that there 
were three inmates in the 
Ballard County Jail and two 
inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facil¬ 
ity. 

In the road report Carlisle 
County Road Supervisor 
Jerry Bowman reported that 
the weather has been an 
issue lately, as saturated 
grounds have been an issue. 
Bowman also reported that 
he spoke with the Army 
Corp of Engineers about the 
bridge near Fish Lake. Cur¬ 
rently water is standing on 
the bridge with nowhere to 
go due to the sand infiltra¬ 
tion. The Corp of Engineers 
will meet with he and 
county officials soon to look 
at the problem and what can 
be done. 

In the 911 Report, 911 Di¬ 
rector Josh Glover reported 
that the communications 


tower will be up and run¬ 
ning and fully functional by 
the end of the week, which 
is a relief, not only to him¬ 
self but the county officials 
as well. “There have been 
instances where law en¬ 
forcement or EMS officials 
have went into a place 
where communications 
went down due to lack of 
radio service and when re¬ 
sponding to an emergency, 
sometimes that is the re¬ 
sponder’s only lifeline,” 
Glover said. Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry echoed that senti¬ 
ment and was pleased with 
the news. “It cost the county 
money out of our ambulance 
and general fund, but when 
it comes to the safety of our 
first responders, the cost it 
worth every penny,” Terry 
said. 

In the final bit of business 
before adjourning, Gary 
Vander Boegh of Common¬ 
wealth Environmental Serv¬ 
ices was on hand along with 
his wife, Nelson Todd and 
Helen Featherstone. Mr. 
Vander Boegh has experi¬ 
ence in the field of nuclear 
power workers and works as 
an advocate for those peo¬ 
ple, assisting in claims 
where the people who filed 
for those claims met all re¬ 
quirements for compensa¬ 
tion, but were not 
compensated. 

In his research there would 
be 50 people who were eli¬ 
gible for compensation and 
five were awarded so they 
could say they awarded ap¬ 
plicants money. “We are 
seeing cases like Nelson 


Todd where he is represent¬ 
ing his father and Mrs. 
Featherstone who is repre¬ 
senting her husband, who 
met the criteria for compen¬ 
sation and were bogged 
down by technicalities and 
rejected their claims un¬ 
fairly. We are fighting to get 
those who have been poi¬ 
soned by beryllium or by 
uranium the compensation 
they deserve,” Vander 
Boegh said. 

Nelson Todd told the fiscal 
court that he has been fight¬ 
ing for his father for five 
years and there was so much 
terminology that you can’t 
understand what is going 
on. “My father had COPD, 
Bronchitis and Parkinson’s 
and others were being com¬ 
pensated that had those 
same symptoms,’ Todd said. 

Vander Boegh was on hand 
to received a signed resolu¬ 
tion by the Carlisle County 
Fiscal Court to stand up and 
tell elected officials that the 
people of not only Carlisle 
County, but the people who 
have been affected by these 
claims being denied despite 
meeting requirements, that 
they are being treated un¬ 
fairly and deserve better.
